Cherbourg, France, Aug. 26 (A. P.).— 


The American Consulate at this place 
was the object of a furious attack to- 
night by a great mob of Sacco-Vanzetti 
sympathizers. In an endeavor to pro- 
tect the consulate, police, mounted 
gendarmes and soldiers came _ into 
hand-to-hand encounters with the 
rioters, while firemen, using streams of 
water drove the advancing forces back 
at various points, but were unable to 
disperse them. 

First there was a meeting of protest 
against. the Sacco-Vanzetti executions, 
then a concentrated movement against 
the consulate. About midnight the mob 
had increased greatly in numbers, and 
savagely stoned the defenders of the 
cousulate. They were repeatedly 
charged by mounted gendarmes and 
artillerymen, but re-formed their ranks 
again and again. 

They raised a _ barricade of coal 
wagons and barrels which was stormed 
by colonial infantry. A large number 
of police and soldiers were cut and 
bruised, but none seriously. There was 
a report that one man had been killed, 
but this has not been confirmed. _Fif- 
teen of the rioters arrested were 
brought to the consulate, which was 
transformed into a temporary police 
station. 

Berlin, Aug. 26 (A.P.).—An agency 
dispatch from Riga, Latvia, says that 
Miss Luigia Vanzetti has been officially 
invited to visit Moscow where she will 
be received with special “honors.

‘Miss Vanzetti Is Invited to’ Consuls Had Warned Military 


of Antiforeign Agitation 
at U. S. Workings. 


(Associated Press.) 

A report that the American-owned | 
plant of the Amparo Mining Co., in 
the state of Jalisco, Mexico, hdd been 
seized by radicals and that eighteen 
Americans and eleyen British subjects 
were besieged in their homes near the 
mines, was received yesterday by the 
State Department from Consul Joseph 
C. Satterwhite, at Guadalajara. 

Later, word came from the American 
Embassy at Mexico City that the act- 
ing foreign minister had given as- 
surance that the military had the sit- 
uation at the Amparo mines in hand. 
He reported also, the message said, that 
the “situation” of the besieged group 
of foreigners Was “satisfactory.” 

The embassy’s telegram gave no de- 
tails, and did not disclose whether the 
Americans and British had found it 
possible to terminate their barricade. 
Neither that message nor the one from | 
Consul Satterwhite gave the identity | 
of the Americans involved. 

Several days ago Satterwhite report- 
ed to the State Department that on 
Sunday labor agitators had gone to 
the Amparo mines from Guadalajara, 
40 miles to the east, in an attempt to 
incite Mexican workmen to take action 
against foreigners in the event of the 
execution of Sacco and Vanzetti. His 
report yesterday made no direct refer- 
ence to such propaganda, but said the 
mining property was seized by “red 
syndicates.” 

Authorities Warned in Advance. 


Satterwhite reported that all foreign- 
ers had left the mine surroundings and 
taken refuge in Guadalajara, except 
the eighteen Americans and eleven 
British. 

The State Department revealed also 
that Satterwhite, accompanied by the 
British consul, on Sunday had drawn 
the attention of the federal military 
commander at Guadalajara to the anti- 
foreign propaganda which was being 
spread at Amparo and to the evil re- 
sults which might result from it. 

The State Department is awaiting 
further details as to the safety of the 
Amerjcans at Amparo and as to meas- 
ures the Mexican authorities are tak- 
ing to protect American life and prop- 
erty. For the time being the embassy 
in Mexico City is in charge of the sit- 
uation.

ONE COMMAND FOR ARMY 
AND NAVY URGED IN WAR 


Officer Would Come From 
Branch Expected to Do 
Most Fighting. 


PLAN OF JOINT BOARD 


A plan whereby, in time of war, the 
Army and Navy, including the air serv- 
ices, would act jointly under one com- 
mander, was made public yesterday by 
the jjoint Army and Navy board. 

The report of the board is expected to 
be a strong argument against the agi- 
tation for a single department of Na- 
tional defense. 

Under the board’s plan, the ranking 
officer of the service having the most 
to do in time of war would be placed 
in command of the united sea, land 
and air forces. If the war were large’y 
@ naval struggle, a Navy officer would 
get the command; if most of the fight- 
ing were to be on land, the post would 
go to an Army officer. The appoint- 
ment would be made by the President. 

In operations involving a large at- 
tacking fleet, Army airplanes, capabie 
of traveling long distances, would be as- 
signed to the task of aiding Navy planes 
in scouting and other operations. 

When the action is on land, Navy 
planes would leave their bases or car- 
riers and fly inland under the com- 
mand of the Army 

Not only would the two services act 
jointly where fighting is concerned, but 
they would get together and arrange 
for the joint purchase of supplies and 
the designing of planes and other in- 
struments of war 

The report. which was approved by 
Secretary of War Davis and Secretary 
of the Navy Wilbur, says in a foreword:

No direct word has been heard from 
him since he took off from here at 
12:46 o’clock Thursday afternoon. A 
radio message from Nassau, picked up 
at St. Petersburg, Fla., said Redfern’s 
monoplane, the Port of Brunswick, had 
been sighted 300 miles east of the 
Bahama Islands by a steamer yesterday 
afternoon. This report, unconfirmed 
from any other source, placed him from 
400 to 600 miles out, and indicated that 
he was holding his course. 

More than 24 hours of silence have 
intervened, however, since that time, 
despite the fact that ships at sea and 
‘islands have been asked to report if 
his plane was sighted. 

If the young pilot had maintained 
his schedule, as mapped out before he 
left Brunswick, he should have been 
over Dutch Guinea tonight. Redfern 
would have passed Porto Rico Thurs- 
day midnight and passed out of the’ 
Caribbean during the remainder of the 
night. Daybreak would have found him 
nearing St. George, Grenada Island, o1 
Tobago Island. 


Father Outlines his Course. 


Dr. Frederick C. Redfern, dean of 
'Benedict College, Columbia, S. C., who 
|came here to help his son map his 
| course, said that after passing the 
| | Grenadianhes and “while flying 50 miles 
jeast of Trinidad Isle and Georgetown, 
British Guiana, to Point St. Andrews 
and well beyond Dutch Guiana, he 
passed through the greater belt of 
calms, where the severe thunderstorms, 
cyclones and hurriganes occur almost 
daily. The unexplored highlands of 
Guiana also lay between him and his 
first objective, Macapa, on the north- 
ern estuary of the Amazon’ River. At 
this place, where the equator crosses 
the great stream, he was to decide 
whether to turn to the east to Recife 
(Pernambuco); or continue on to’ Rio 
de Janeiro. 

Redfern expected to make the hop 
in 50 hours from Brunswick, which 
would piace him at his destination 
early Saturday night, if he were able 
to maintain his advance schedule. 

The profound silence that has sur- 
rounded her husband on his hazardous 
flight has increased the anxiety of his 
young wife. Friends with whom she 
is staying comforted her by suggesting 
that a great portion of the first leg 
of the 4,600-mile flight lay outside reg- 
ular steamship lanes and that as Red- 
fern entered more traveled lanes in the 
Caribbean Sea he probably would fly 
at such a high altitude that his motor 
would be unheard and the plane would 
be impossible to see in the tropical 
darkness.

The first witness, William Brydges, 
Chicago, testified that Hill told him 
he had received a telegram from his 
mother in which she threatened to dis- 
inherit him if he married Miss Sawyer. 
To this, Brydges said, Hill said: 

“Mother has willed most of her 
money away anyway and I intend to 
keep going with Miss Sawyer.” 

' Brydges said Hill never uttered a dis- 
respectful word against his mother as 
far as he knew. 

Alma Anderson, who works in the 
household of Mrs. W. H. Jones of 
Streator, a friend of Mrs. Hill’s said 
she was positive that she had seen Mrs. 
Hill last Saturday evening, about 7:15 
o'clock. 


Fled to Denver, Is Belief. 


Authorities also received information 
indicating that Hill had fled to Den- 
ver. Police there were requested to 


* gearch for him. 
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Hurried and unexplained trips away 
from Streator by Dr. Hill and officers 
working on the Hill case today gave 
rise to the report that Harry would 
surrender. 

Dr. Hill is believed to have left late 


last night in company with an attor- 


ney and William Robb, chief of po- 
lice. They returned today, Hill and 
his attorney declining to comment 
and Robb denying he had left Streator. 
His brother, however, said he was away 
all night. 

After their return Russell Hanson, 
States attorney and William Clark, 
sheriff, drove hurriedly out of the city, 
remaining away several hours. They 
also refused information. 


Inquest Is Resumed. 


_ With the resumption of the inquest 
tonight it was freely rumored in 
Streator that negotiations were under 
way to return young Hill to the city 
in time to testify before the coroner 
closed his case. Harry is charged in 
& warrant with the murder ‘of his 
mother, missing three weeks, whose 
body was found buried under her home 
four days ago. 

A young man seen asleep in an 
automobile near St. Louis today was | 
thought to have been Hill and a bowl- 
ing ‘alley attendant was arrested in 
Chicago because he resembled the 
Streator youth. He later was released. 

Today, the day she was to have met 
her sweetheart, Harry Hill, in Chicago, 
Alice Sawyer, reiterated her belief in 
his innocence and cited his carefree 
attitude as proof of it. 

“Harry could never deceive me,” she 
said, “and had he anything on his 
conscience I would have suspected it. 
There has been nothing during the past 
three weeks to indicate he had this 
awful thing on his mind.” 

Miss Sawyer denied that she 
young Hill were to be married 
said she did not know that Mrs. 
objected to their going together. 


Obtained $330 On Check. 


The garage where young Hill had his 
motor car repaired reported that he 
had given them a check for $480 in 
payment of a $150 bill and that he had 
been given the $330 change. The 
check, signed by his mother, was re- 
turned by the bank marked “forged.” 

With this sum and his car in good 
condition, the police believed he start- 
ed his flight. 

Suspicion was directed at the youth 
in connection with his mother’s death 
immediately after her body, with a 
bullet hole in the head, was found by 
her estranged husband, Dr. H. C. Hill, 
wealthy eye specialist, and the pdlice 
who instituted a search for her after 
her continued apparent absence from 
the home. He was known to have an- 
tagonized his mother frequently by 
forging checks in her name, and the 
theory was that he killed her while 
angry after a reprimand.

Canada Has 13 Dead in Hurricane—Many 
Vessels Are Wrecked. 


New York, Aug. 26 (A.P.).—Liners 
with exhausted crews and grateful pas- 
sengers arrived today from an ugly 
Atlantic, churned by the recent hutri- 
cane into such a fury as only gray- 
haired seamen could recall. Gales of 
from 80 to 110 miles an hour swept 
up mighty walls of water to heights of 
50 feet, to come crashing about decks 
and set great ships bobbing like corks. 

The most harrowing experiences 
were related by the pasengers of the 
Martha Washington, which docked a 
day late, bringing 617 passengers from 
Mediterranean ports. The great blow 
struck the vessel Tuesday night and 
increased in intensity all the next day. 

Wednesday night none of the pas- 
sengers slept. Steerage passengers 
prayed and women wept hysterically as 
the sickening lurches grew more and 
more terrifying. Five were so bruised 
and cut as to require medical atten- 
tion. 

Radio operators labored constantly 
to keep the antennae in place. Add- 
ing to the excitement came a message 
from the steamer Joseph Vanderalle, 
bound from Halifax for France, stat- 
ing that her bridge had been swept 
away. Later she reported putting back 
to Halifax. 


Sea Calmer on Thursday. 


But Thursday brought comparative 
calm. No damage, save broken win- 
dows, torn tarpaulin, and twisted 
ventilators, could be found. After the 
vessel docked a committee of passen- 
gers presented Capt. Hreglich with a 
resolution of thanks for bringing them 
safely to port. He remarked grimly 
that he had seen worse weather. 

The Resolute, of the Hamburg- 
American Line,. which brought 803 
passengers, reported one slightly in- 
jured from having been thrown to the 
deck. 

Among coastwise vessels. arriving 
were the Yoro, from Jamaica, 40 hours 
overdue; the Santa Maria, from Kings- 
ton and Havana, 20 hours overdue, and 
the small Norwegian freight Vildfufl, 
also from Jamaica, all of which, warn- 
ed of the storm, veered many miles 
from their course to avoid its greatest 
intensity. 

The little Norwegian vessel, not 
equipped with wireless, was saved from 
the worst of the gale by Capt. John- 
sen’s small radio set, which picked up 
the warning. 

The captain of the Yoro said his 
decks were awash for 48 hours and 
waves frequently swept over the navi- 
gating bridge. 

Other coastal steamers arriving safely 
though late were the Maracaibo, from 
Venezuela, and the Maturo, from Trini- 
dad. . Capt. Simmons, master of the 
Maracaibo, said the vessel had a “very 
serious time.” It was one of the worst 
storms he had ever weathered, he said. 

Curling, N. F., Aug. 26 (A.P.).—A 90- 
mile gale swept a tidal wave up Hum- 


ber Arm, a bay at the mouth of the 
Humber River, in Western Newfound- 
land, in the course of the storm, which 
raged all over the island yesterday. 
One life was lost and extensive damage 
was done. 

At. Humbermouth 
Hayden was caught 
water and drowned. Several others 
had n-‘row escapes at Humbermouth 
and Cornerbrook as the giant wave in- 
undated the shore line. Boats were 
torn from their moorings, fishing 
camps were set afloat and trees were 
uprooted.

Dismasted vessels stripped of small 
boats and other gear testified to the 
damage done to the fishing fleets. 


Schooners Are Aground. 


Three schooners, two from Gloucester 
and one from Portland, were reported 
aground, and a Ccoastwise schooner, badly 
smashed, was towed’into Vineyard Hav- 
en today. 

A tale of hardship as a woman and 
seven men huddled on top of the after- 
house for 38 hours was related when the 
Parrsboro, Nova Scotia, schooner Minas 
Princess was towed into Vineyard Haven 
by a Coast Guard vessel. The schooner, 
hit by the gale on Wednesday when 25 
miles north of Cape Cod, filled with 
water and lost her mai nand mizzen 
masts. The only place of shelter was the 
top of the afterhouse. There the cap- 
tain and crew of six men, with Mrs. 
Lorway Morris, wife of the second mate, 
stayed for 23 hours before the destroyer 
Henley came alongside Thursday after- 
noon. They had a little food, but no 
water. 

When the destroyed offered to take 
Mrs. Morris aboard she refused, saying 
she would stay with her husband. 
Neither she nor members of the crew 
suffered any serious effects from their 
experience.

Declares He Has Taken No 
Part in Communistic Ac- 
tivities in U. S. 


WAS IN AUSTRIAN ARMY 


Rudolph Gole, 32 years old, Austrian 
communist and father of two small 
children, who was arrested Tuesday on 
a charge of “violating immigration 
law,” last night at the District jail de- 
clared immigration officials are at- 
tempting to deport him because they 
do not agree with his political views 
and not because he has violated any 
law. 

Immigration officials refused to ex- 
plain what section of the immigration 
law Gole is charged with violating or 
to reveal why they are seeking to de- 
port him. Harry E. Hull, Commissioner 
General of Immigration, said he had 
not yet had all the tacts in the case 
against Gole placed before him, but 
that he understood, Gole was being 
held because of his “anarchistic views.” 


_/\@ Gole last night admitted sending a 


telegram to Gov. Fuller the day fol- 
lowing the execution of Sacco and 
Vanzetti, but denied it had contained 
any threats. He said the telegram 
stated: “You belong to the court to 
be sentenced for murdering two inno- 
cent men... Gole said he sent two let- 
ters to Gov. Fuller pleading for Sacco 
and Vanzetti, but denied they had con- 
tained threats. 

Immigration Inspector Charles E. 
Frank instructed Maj. William Peake, 
superintendent of the jail, not to allow 
Gole to see anyone but members of his 
immediate family. Gole said he has 
not had an opportunity to engage a 
lawyer, but that he intended to fight 
any attempt to deport him. 

He said he came to this country from 
Austria four years ago. Since he has 
been here, he said, he has not attended 
any communistic meeting or taken ac- 
tive part in the Communist Party’s ac- 
tions. He refrained, he asserted, be- 
cause he did not want to become in- 
volved in any trouble and risk deporta- 
tion. He explained he did not want to 
be deported because he would be un- 
able to obtain employment in Austria 
to support his two children who were 
born in this country. 

Gole served as a noncommissioned of- 
ficer with the Austrian army on the 
Russian and Italian fronts during th 
World War and was decorated six times 
for bravery, he said. After the war he 
organized communists in Bruck-a Mur, 
Austria, his home town, he says. He 
lives at 2011 Thirty-seventh street 
northwest.

into the well and talked with Venau. 
He tried to persuade the man to/take 
some liquid food, but Lenau refused. 

“All I want is to get out,” he told 
the surgeon. The imprisoned man was 
fairly strong, Dr. Shanahan said, but 
the heavy strain was beginning to tell 
on him. 


‘Slapped’ by Big Wave,

GURGEOUS CANYON 
AT PERILOUS POINT 


Two False Steps at Yellow- 
stone Chasm Would Have 
Spelled Disaster. 


ALONE, STANDS IN AWE 
OF MAJESTIC SPECTACLE 


Grizzly Bear, on Road, Stops 
Car and, at Window, Is Fed 
Sugar by Mrs. Coolidge.

Yellowstone National Park, Aug. 26.— 
President Coolidge stood on the brink 
of a great chasm of the earth today 
and contemplated the destiny of things. 
Twelve hundred feet below, seemingly 
a tiny stream, the Yellowstone River 
frolicked down its path and suddenly | 
fell 300 feet in an ecstacy of silver | 
foam and spray. On either side of| 
the stream, its emerald surface touched | 
by a noonday sun, rose two walls of 
oxide iron, varicolored by nature's | 
treatment in the years that have gone 
by. It was America’s own park’s 
greatest show for him, the Grand Can- 
yon of Yellowstone, and it eclipsed in 
beauty the Grand Canyon of Arizona 
because here was a concentration of 
grandeur that the eye of man could 
embrace. 

Out over this great chasm, 2 spread | 
of 1,100 feet at the top, projected a} 
huge rock, seemingly trying to get | 
away to take the fatal plunge but held 
securely in place by its’ tentacles 
reaching far back, there is a platform, 
railed in and _e called “Inspiration | 
Point.” 

It was heres that the President stood | 
as if in awe of the spectacle. Mrs. | 
Coolidge sat alone and away from the | 
rest of the party, resting her face in| 
her hands and communing with the| 
splendor and the majesty of it. ark- 
ening clouds rolled across the sky 
above and cast somber shadows over 
it all, but the President and his party 
waited until the sun came out to give 
a jewel effect to the river, far below, 
and to give a rich polish to the pro- 
jecting walls, a mosaic of mineral col- 
ors, yellow, red, brown, white and an 
occasional splotch of black. It was 
as if the Atlantic and Pacific division 
of this country had had a tug of war 
on this continental divide, a struggle 
lasting over the ages and perhaps not 
vet at an end. But those who accom- 
panied the President today, and maybe 
he himself, inwardly prayed that it 
would not be renewed while they were 
standing on ths platform. 


Created by Glacial Waters. 


Of course the geologists’ explanation 
for this phenomenon is that waters 
rushing from glacial lakes simply 
carved a way through the earth and 
the rock and then later earth disturb- 
ances set this newly formed river on @ 
lower bed and at the same time hoisted 
the protecting walls. That would have 
been the intricate way for nature to do 
it. It could have done it much easier 
bv simply holding the earth in its two 
hands ‘and breaking it apart, as man 
micht do a loaf of bread. and no one 
who saw the spectacle today doubts its 
yower to do so.

However, they are not likely to at- 
tack any one unless teased, it is ex- 
plained, but the tourists like to do 
this while others insist on getting too 
close to them. As a result, probably

this season, none of them seriously, 
but painfully, nevertheless.

NAVY SHIP’S ARMAMENT 


Destroyer Replies With Rifle 
and Machine Guns; Bears 
Evidence of Attack. 


London, Aug. 26 (A.P.).—The 
Exchange Telegraph Agency re- 
ported today that Gen. Sun Chuan- 
Fang, northern commander, boasts that 
he will occupy Shanghai by September 
5. A strong northern naval force was 
reported assembling in the estuary of 
the Yangtze River in readiness for a 


demonstration. 

Shanghai, Aug. 26 (A.P.).—Troops 
under the command of Gen. Sun 
Chuan-Fang, northern commander, to- 
day crossed the Yangtze River at two 
points in an apparent enveloping 
movement of Nanking to prevent the 
retreat of its Southern defenders down 
the Shanghai-Nanking Railway. 

One body of troops crossed the 

river 15 miles below and the other 10 
miles above Nanking. 
* Northern agents also appeared south 
of the Yangtze. They are believed re- 
sponsible for the cutting of. the Shang- 
hai-Nanking Railway west of Shanghai 
last night. The cutting of the railroad 
caused the derailment of a train and 
temporary suspension of rail service. 


Destroyer Noa in Fight. 


So heavy was the fire against the 
United States destroyer Noa by Nan- 
king Nationalists from the south bank 
of the Yangtze River about Chinkiang 
yesterday that the Noa’s armament 
was nearly pierced at various points 
where hits were scored. 

Officers of the Noa reported that the 
destroyer encountered the fiercest fir- 
ing 40 miles below Nanking, when un- 
usually heavy ammunition was used 
against the American craft. T*. Noa 
reached Shanghai tonight and bore 
evidences of the attack. 

The destroyer replied with machine 
guns and automatic rifles, Springfields 
firing 3,000 rounds at the attackers, 


south bank of the Yangtze. There 
were no American casualties. Tne 
Americans were unable to ascertain if 
there had been casualties among their 
attackers. 

The Yanstze patrol flagship Isabel, 
carrying Patrol Commander Admiral 
Hough, arrived just ahead of the Noa.

Officers of the Noa reported that 
all foreign shipping in the Nanking 
section of the Yangtze is again subject 
to attacks by both northerners and 
soutnerners who face each other from 
the north and south banks, respec- 
tively, of the river.

Chicago, Aug. 26. — Just when the 
police of Chicago had discovered a 
method of taming its gunmen and 
gangsters, by putting them under ex- 
amination at the psychopathic labora- 
tory as mental deficients, causing them 
to play with building blocks and do 
tatting and basket weaving, the scheme, 
highly successful so far, blew up when 
Chief Justice William Lindsay, of the 
Criminal Court, ordered Frank and Vin- 
cent McErlane, notorious gangsters, set 
at liberty. 

“We are not yet in Russia!” shouted 
the judge, as he abruptly halted the 
testimony of the officer who arrested 
the gangsters while they were terror- 
izing the occupants of the fashionable 
Windermere Hotel. 

At the psycopathic hospital they had 
belligerently refused to play with 
blocks, to run colored ribbons through 
mesh cloth or to answer any questions. 
Meanwhile, their attorneys were busy 
securing writs of habeas corpus and 
these brought them before Judge Lind- 
say. 

Chief of Detectives O’Connor deplores 
the court’s ruling. He said many crim- 
inals were touched with insanity, and 
the police had a right to have them 
examined.

Steamer Kolyma Reports on 
Innovations on Return 
From Ice Packs. 


SHIP SENDS 2 PLANES 
OVER WRANGELL ISLE 


Russian Colony, Planted There 
Several Years Ago, Said 
to Be Thriving. 


Nome, Alaska, Aug. 26 (A.P.).—The 
Rusgan Soviet government has shown 
great activity this summer along the 
Siberian coast, Capt. Olaf Swenson, of 
the trading ship, Nanook, reported to- 
day, on his return from the Kolyma 


River region. 

A trip of inspection has been under- 
taken by the Soviet committee.of the 
north, Capt. Swenson “4, and as @ 
result, many innovations in the gov- 
ernment of the northeastern portion 
of Siberia are planned. 

A schoolhouse is to be built by the 
Soviets at Lawrence Bay, near East 
Cape, where it is planned young 
Eskimos and Russians will be taken 
from their parents all along the coast 
to be educated and fed in one big 
institution. 

The Russian steamer, Kolyma, a 
large vessel, in which the committee 
traveled, negotiated the passage to 
Lena River, made a perilous voyage 
amid the grinding ice packs of the 
Arctic and unloaded a big cargo of 
supplies. This is said to be the first 
time in history a ship of the size of 
the Kolyma has penetrated to that 
region. 


Fails to Reach Wrangell Isle. 


The Kolyma was unable to reach 
Wrangell Island, north of Siberia, due 
to the ice pack, but two airplanes were 
assembled aboard the vessel while at 
anchor off East Cape and a flight was 
made to the island. 

They were the first planes to fly over 
Wrangell and made the return trip to 
the Kolyma safely. The aviators re- 
ported that the Soviet colony planted 
on Wrangell several years ago is thriv- 
ing. 

It was learned that the Soviets are 
not expecting to reap big returns from 
fur pelts obtained on the island, but 
plan to make it a.feeding and breeding 
place for all fur bearing animals, in- 
cluding polar bears. 

The Nanook pushed many miles up 
the Kolyma River, trading supplies for 
furs and ivory. Conditions among the 
natives of that section are much im- 
proved over former seasons, Captain 
Swenson said. 

The Kolyma and Lena districts are 
about twice the size of the United 
States and need everything in the way 
of supplies, he said.

London, Aug. 26 (A.P.).—The Eng- 
lish press in general considers that 
President Cosgrave of the Irish Free 
State council made a master stroke in 
calling a quick general election after 
the two sweeping victories scored for 
his party yesterday in the Dublin by- 
elections. 

Midnight meetings in Dublin of all 
the parties are reported to have fol- 
lowed the announcement that a new 


election was at hand and that another 
contest of strength was to be waged 
among the violently contending fac- 
tions of Irish politics. 

There were few political prophets to- 
day willing to risk their reputations on 
predicting what will happen in the 
Free State, but it seemed evident that 
President Cosgrave was confident of 
the result, while his chief opponents, 
Eamon de Valera, leader of the Fianna 
Fail party, and Tom Johnson, leader 
of the Laborites, are disturbed at the 
latest development in the swiftly-mov- 
ing political drama. 

Dispatches from Ireland to the Lon- 
don press say that feeling is running 
high in all the Free State political 
camps. 

The short, incisive election campaign 
next month is likely to be the hardest 
ever fought in the history of Ireland. 


Held “Act of Desperation.” 


Dublin,. Aug. 26 (A.P.).—An act of 
desperation and a challenge to democ- 
racy is how Tom Johnson, Laborite 
and opposition leader in the Dail 
Eireann, describes the Free State min- 
istry’s move in calling for dissolution 
of the legislature and general elections. 

“On the pretext of financial secu- 
rity,” he says, “the government, real- 
izing its weakness in the dail and in 
the country, is seeking to snatch party 
advantage and return to power as an 
instrument of reactionary elements in 
the country.”

Memorial services at sea for the six 
men and one woman missing in con- 
mection with the Dole flight today | 
were planned by San Francisco citizens. 

The plans were to have the Matson 
liner Maul halt .700 miles west of San 
Francisco on September 16, on her 
voyage to Hawaii, while flowers are cast 
upon the waters during offering of 
prayers and singing of anthems by 
clergy and passengers aboard. 

Letters were sent today to all known 
relatives of the lost fillers, telling of | 
the memorial plans, seeking sugges- | 
tions and offering to take to sea any 
flowers sent here for the services. 

The Maui is to sail from San Fran- | 
cisco on September 14. Two days later, | 
September 16, a month after the thrill- 
ing start on the Pacific air derby at 
Oakland, Calif., she should be near 
the point where, on the night of August | 
19, Capt. William Erwin, of Dallas, Tex., | 
and A. H. Eichwaldt, of Hayward, Calif., |

and Charles Wallace, grain and feed 
shipper of Vancouver.

2 TOWNS ARE SOLD

One New England Mill Village 
Brings $91,000; The Other 
Only $80,795. 


Boston, Aug. 26 (A.P.).—Two New 
England mill villages have passed under 
the auctioneer’s hammer from the B. 
B. & R. Knight, Inc., textile concern 
which built and owned them, to the 
families which had occupied them for 
years or outsiders who bought for in- 
vestment. The post-war depression 
caused the corporation to abandon its 
mills in Manchaug, Mass., and White 
Rock, R. I. Most of the _ residents 
drifted away, but those who remained 
lived rent free. Finally the corporation 
sepa to liquidate some of its hold- 
ngs. 

The first to be sold was the Manchaug 
property of 74 houses, a farm and three 
mills which were founded in 1826. They 
brought $91,000, although the replace- 
mens cost was said to be nearer $1,000,- 


The scene was repeated at White 
Rock, a village with i{ts own water 
supply, electric light service and fire 
protection. In a day-long auction the 
64-year-old village was knocked down 
for $80,795.

GUIDES IN WASHINGTON,

Guides have 
been part of the Washington picture for many 
years, but it is only recently that they have 
moved their headquarters from the pavement 
surrounding Peace Monument to that in front 
of the White House. 


they are said to watch for automobiles bearing 
out of town license plates, which they halt 
imperiously with upraised hand to solicit re- 
tention of their services. Since many com- 
plaints have been received, the police are 
quite within their rights in starting action 
against them. 

Washington may be seen without guidance, 
yet the city is of a type which justifies expert 
aid in showing visitors all the points of inter- 
est. That the unofficial guides have been 
earning considerable incomes is proof enough 
that there is demand for their services. The 
police drive against them eventually may de- 
prive visitors of the means of seeing Wash- 
ington to best advantage within the limited 
time available to many. 

The District of Columbia should have a 
regular force of official guides, schooled in 
their duties and controlled through revocable 
license. Special legislation from Congress 
would be necessary to establish such a group, 
however, and although the Police Department 
has worked toward this end, nothing so far has 
been accomplished. The efforts should be re- 
doubled during the coming session. Not only 
would the visitor’s way be made easier and 
simpler through able guidance, but the coun- 
try as a whole would gain through not having 
its citizens, visitors to the Capital, ‘“‘fed up” 
on the great mass of misinformation many of 
the guides now peddle.

RENAMING CHICAGO STREETS. 
Unless Big Bill Thompson, Mayor of Chi- 
cago, vetoes the proposition it is likely that 
State street, in the Windy City, will be re- 
named for him and dubbed an ‘‘avenue,”’ in- 
stead of a street. 
Apparently, the Chicago aldermen have gone 
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breach, however, and made possible the con- 
struction of a single racing plane. Powered 
with a 24-cylinder motor, the ship was com- 
pleted several weeks ago, and its pilot, Lieut. 
Alford J. Williams, U. S. N., after fighting dis- 
couragements of bad weather and minor 
mechanical difficulties, finally has put it 
through its preliminary tests. 

Unofficially it is said that the speed attained 
was in excess of 240 miles an hour, which does 
not compare unfavorably with the world record 
of 258.873 miles an hour established by the 
Italian racing plane during the last Schneider 
Cup races, especially in view of the fact that 
the preliminary trials of the American ship 
were not designed to test out its top speed. 

While American hopes are pinned on this 
single entry, England is busy preparing no 
fewer than six machines, of which three will 
finally be chosen to make up the team for the 
Schneider Cup competition. Both monoplanes 
and biplanes are under experiment, the former 
of the low-wing type. Those who have seen 
the English planes characterize them as gems 
of design in the elimination of ail possible 
head resistance, with fuselage smaller prob- 
ably than any other yet designed. The British 
planes will be powered with new racing adapta- 
tions of the Napier-Lion aero engine, details 
of which are not disclosed. 

Little has been made public regarding the 
plans of the Italians. Since they hold the 
trophy, however, it is certain that they will 
make every effort to retain it. ‘ 

Against organized British and Italian racing 
teams Lieut. Williams will play a lone hand. 
That he is enthusiastic over the possibilities of 
his plane after its preliminary trials warrants 
the inference that its top speed is in excess

“AS WAS FORECASTED.” 
When doctors disagree, who shall decide” 
There is a wide difference of opinion as to the 
abnormality, or otherwise, of the present sum- 


mer. Herbert Janvrin Brown, an independent 


meteorologist, who is somewhat of.a thorn in 
the side of the United States Weather Bureau, 
predicted as long ago as 1924, that the summer 
of 1927 would bear a close relationship to thai 


of the year 1816. In other words, that there 
would be no summer worth mentioning. Mr. 
Brown never did claim that weather conditions 
in every State would warrant the report that 
summer has failed to appear in any of them. He 
insisted early this year, after further examina- 
tion of his predicting machinery, that the 
temperature throughout the year would be be- 
low normal. Now he declares that the actual 
weather conditions thus far have borne out his 
predictions. On the other hand, Prof. Charles 
KF. Marvin, chief of the only genuine, blown-in- 
the-bottle predicting outfit, which is officially 
recognized as authoritative, insists that long- 
distance weather predicting is impossible and 
that Brown's ‘‘dope”’ is all awry. 

The independent observer comes back at the 
official guardian of meteorology through a let- 
ter to Secretary Jardine, under whom the 
Weather Bureau operates, with a charge that 
the reports issuing from the Marvin bureau are 
incorrect and misleading. Mr. Brown directs 
attention of the Secretary to the fact that the 
Weather Bureau neither ‘forecasted’ the se- 
vere frosts which have taken place since the be- 
ginning of the month “‘all the way from Minne. 
sota to Michigan, nor does it report the damage 
after they have occurred.”’ 

The holdfasted opinions of the Weather 
Bureavw officials indicate that Prof. Brown has 
no spell casted over Prof. Marvin, that the two 
professors are not steadfasted friends and that 
the skies of the Agriculture Department are 
overcasted with the coming storm which is 
brewing between the scientists inside and out- 
side of the Government service. 

Mr. Brown backs up the accuracy of his 
predictions by calling attention to the great 
damage to the early vegetable crops in the 
Gulf States and South Atlantic seaboard 
by frosts and freezes in January and Feb- 
ruary and he points out that the unseaonable 
weather conditions, even in Mr. Jardine’s own 
State of Kansas, caused his crop estimators to 
reduce the estimate of the wheat yield of. the 
States from 143,000,000 on May 1 to 111,- 
694,000 as of August 1. 

As a further testimonial to his uncanny 
ability as a weather prognosticator Prof Brown 
might have directed the attention of Secre-

Orphans by Divorce. 

San Francsico Chronicle: A survey 
made by the Federal Children’s Bureau 
and covering nine cities throughout 
the United States brings out the star- 
tling fact that of 19,879 children in 
orphan asylums investigated only 5 per 
cent were full orphans, 30 per cent half 
orphans and 65 per cent had both par- 
ents living. 

The institutions were selected for 
survey because they were ‘repr t 
tive orphan asylums.

That 65 out of every 100 children cared 
for as orphans are not orphans at all 
presents a discouraging social picture.

THE ART OF WADING. 


It is strange that no song has ever 
been written about the virtues and 
amenities of wading, comments the 
Milwaukee Journal. For it is a pas- 
time that lays hold on young and old 
alike and one withal that requires a 
certain virtuosity in its adepts. 

What more delightful than to watch 
a 4-year-old gingerly but proudly feel- 
ing out the lake bottom beneath a foot 
or so of water?

Safe and sane is this nicely graded 
sport of wading. No danger attends its 
practice unless perchance the waves 
dash high and restless waters under- 
mine the wader’s footing. It is then 
that virtuosity comes into its own. 

There really should be a song written 
about the joys of wading. A merry 
song, punctuated with the squeals and 


shouts that are so great a part of this 
aquatic game. Such a song we all 
might sing, even some of us who pre- 
tend we go to, the beach to “swim.”

Three concerns supplied purgatives, |

The only headache remedy 
was aspirin, and that was supplied by 
only one concern. The evidence indi- 
cates that great industrial concerns 
are not strong for promiscuous medica- 
tion. 

The bulletin of the American Associa- 
tion of Industrial Physicians and Sur- 
geons sent out a questionnaire to the 
many concerns with which they were in 
touch. One set of questions related to 
first ald kits. Forty-five replied to the 
questionnaire. ..Only nineteen of the 
number carried first aid kits. Most of 
the other concerns were opposed to 
them, preferring that the employes 
come to the doctor’s office when they 
needed anything. 

The answers to some of the other 

questions were indicated by the follow- 
ing: . 
In cleansing dirty wounds, 24 used 
gasoline or benzine; 16 used soap, 14, 
mercurochrome; 12, alcohol, 10, ether; 
6 todine, 2, hychlorite. 

In killing bacteria in wounds, 27 used 
mercurochrome; 8 used a 2 per cent 
solution, 2 a 1 to 2 per cent so-1tion, 
and 2 a 5 per cent solution. Four pre- 
ferred fodine. Alcohol was used in four.

New York, Aug. 26 (Associated Press). 
In one of the most quiet sessions of 
the summer bond prices today contin- 
ued their horizontal movement, with 
many issues at or just under their high 
levels for the year. The firmness of 
quotations was due almost entirely to 
the current ease in the money situation, 
as little buying of a general order was 


in evidence. Traders in the main are 
disposed, these days, to limit their com- 
mitments until the details of the gov- 
ernment’s September refinancing pro- 
gram are made known. 

Most of the activity in the listed 
market was recorded in a few converti- 
ble issues, which were strong in reflec- 
tion of buoyancy of the stock. Pressed 
Steel Car 5s were foremost among such 
liens, advancing more than 2 points, 
to a new peak price of 98. These bonds 
are convertible into common and pre- 
ferred at the rate of $1,000 par value 
of common and $200 of preferred for 
each $1,000 bond. 

The New Rock Island 448 were 
traded in for the first time around 95. 
Simultaneously the 4 per cent securi- 
ties of the same road eased off a small 
fraction. Other railway issues were 
quiet on the whole, although there was 
moderate business in the St. Paul group. 

Cities Service Power 6s duplicated their 
previous peak on a fair volume of trad- 
ing, and International Telephone 5'%s 
had good support. A few industrials 
were inclined to heaviness, notably 
General Asphalt 6s, which fell off more 
than a point, to 106, duplicating the 
year’s low. 

Foreign bonds attracted meager at- 
tention. There was some further weak- 
ness among the Mexican issues. The 
new Australlan government 5s moved 
in fair amounts around 96, a fraction 
under yesterday’s close. 

United States Government obligations 
showed mixed tendencies and only a 
few sales were recorded. 

Creation of a $200,000,000 first mort- 
gage and issuance from time to time 
of sinking-fund gold bonds and deben- 
ture stock will be considered at a spe- 
cial meeting of Shawinigan Water & 
Power Co. stockholders on Septem- 
ber 29.

24. They totaled $20,659,000 and were 
less than half a year ago when they 
totaled $45,346,000. 

Federal reserve note circulation was 
changed but slightly from the previous 
week, put was down sharply from this 
time last year, totaling $59,226,000 
against $71,625,000 August 25, 1926. 
Member bank deposits, on the other 
hand, rose in a year from $67,815,000 
to $72,655,000. 

The Richmond bank’s ratio stood at 
65.90 per cent compared with 66.37 
per cent last week and 60.62 a year 
ago. The ratio of the system as a 
whole was 78.5 per cent unchanged 
from the previous week, but 3.1 per 
cent higher than at the corresponding 
period last year.

New York Scientist Tells of 
New Type of Radioactive 
“Seed” in Work. 


EFFICIENCY IS CLAIMED 


Vienna, Austria, Aug. 26 (A.P.).— 
New hope for sufferers from certain 
forms of cancer, heretofore regarded as 
incurable, was held out by Dr. Joseph 
Muir, of New York, today at a demon- 
stration before the Cancer Research 
Congress of a new type of radioactive 
“seed” for implantation to diseased tis- 


| Sues, 


While Dr. Muir said his method was 
of too recent development to claim 
permanent cures, he expressed confi- 
dence that it would “prove more effi- 
cient in destroying the malignant proc- 
ess than the hit-or-miss methods 
which were all that were possible un- 
der the old conditions.” 

The tiny seeds, no larger than the 
head of a pin, contain radon, a radio- 
active gas, far less costly than the 
forms of radium 'previously employed, 
and therefore may be made available 
to virtually every sufferer. 

The containers, he explained, are so 


| devised as to overcome two great draw- 


backs which have heretofore lessened 
the usefulness of the method—burn- 
ing, with subsequent necrosis of tis- 


sues exposed to the radium, and the 
necessity of leaving the seeds perma- 
nently in the radiated area. 

The new seeds are screened with 
platinum, which cuts off all caustic 
rays, and attached threads make it pos- 
sible to withdraw the containers as 
soon as their usefulness is ended. 

The seed particularly lends itself, he 
said, to treatment of cancer of the

Somebody in the Argonne Apartment |

knew the identity of the aviator who | 
flew over, or past, that structure the| 
afternoon of July 24 last. it was | 
brought out yesterday at the court-| 
martial of Lieut. Thomas B. William- | 
son at the Washington Navy Yard 

Lieut. Williamson, a flier attached to 
the Scouting Fleet, is, in effect, facing 
an aeronautical traffic court, the first 
in Washington’s history. He is charged 
with “conduct to the prejudice of good 
order and discipline,” the allegations 
being that he flew too low and per- 
aerial acrobatics over a popu- 
ious section of Washington. 

When the incident occurred—whether | 
the offender was Lieut. Williamson or | 
somebody else—the theory was 


that | 
the airman was “showing off’’-for the | 
benefit of some girl in the Argonne. 


Pilot Not Revealed. 


‘Although it was testified yesterday | 
that somebody in the apartment house | 
knew who the flier was, it was not! 
brought out that the flier was Lieut. 
Williamson. 

Mrs. Eva Shuster, a Treasury clerk, 
living in the Argonne, testified that she | 
saw the plane fly over the apartment 
house, and that she was told at the 
time who the pilot was. But she was 
not permitted to give the pilot’s name 
or the name of the person who gave it 
to her. 

Thomas Williamson, an attorney of 
Fdwardsville, Ill., father of the accused 
flier, and his counsel at the court-mar- 
tial, entered strenuous objection when 
Mrs. Shuster was asked to mention 
the name that had been given her. He | 
also objected when Mrs. Shuster Was | 
asked the name of the person who re- | 
vealed the identity of the flier. He con-

tended that both questions were not | 
admissible. 
Had Met Williamson 


Mrs. Shuster, who said that she had 
met Lieut. Williamson two or three | 
weeks ago and had Known of him be-, 
fore, testified that she saw two planes 
in the air on July 24, the plane which | 
flew over the Argonne and another one. | 
She did not see either of them do any | 
stunts. 

Harry J. Wood. a cigar dealer, who 
lives on the eighth floor of the Ar- 
gonne, said he heard a roar that Sun- 
day afternoon, and, looking out of his 
window, he saw a plane shoot past. 
He said the plane was approximately 
on a level with his window. He fol- 
lowed it with his eyes, he said, and 
saw it do a loop-the-loop over Rock 
Creek Park. 

Lieut. Comdr. Gail Morgen, of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics, who lives at 
1877 Monroe street northwest, said he 
saw a plane do a loop over the Cal- 
vert street bridge. He estimated that 
it was about 1,000 feet in the air. 


Saw Plane Dive and Climb. 


Commander Ernest W. Pace, of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics, said he saw a 
plane doing “dives and climbs” over 
the Mount Pleasant section, flying 
sometimes as high as 1,000 feet and 
never below 300 feet. 

Lieut. Comdr. Donald Royce, also of 
the Bureau of Aeronautics, living at 
1940 Biltmore street northwest, saw a 
plane with Navy colors flying at an 
altitude of 1,000 feet. He did not see 
it do any stunts. 

Lieut. Frederick Buse, a test pilot at 
the Naval Air Station at Anacostia, 
who was officer of the day on July 24, 
testified that on that day Lieut. Will- 
iamson took off from the field, saying 
he was shoving off for his base at 
Hampton Roads. Buse did not know 
what direction he traveled after 
that. 


Court Adjourned Until Monday. 


All the witnesses yesterday were put 
on by the prosecution, and Capt. H. N. 
Porter, the judge advocate, or prosecu- 
tor, announced that he only had a few 
more left. These will be put on the 
stand, beginning at 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing.

BIDS ASKED FOR WORK 
ON MEMORIAL BRIDGE 


Figures for the Ornamental 
Carving Will Be Inspeeted 
September 26. 


Bids for carving work on Arlington 
Memorial Bridge were called for by the 
bridge commission yesterday, and will 
be opened September 26 at its office 
in the Navy Building, 

Sixteen eagles surrounded by wave 
ornamentation; 32 “fasces,” or axes 
surrounded by bundles of sticks, and 
sixteen bison heads are ornaments to 
be carved. Eagle and fasces carvings 
will be on the piers, both designs being 
carved in four different sizes. The 


bison head carvings will be placed on 
the keystones of the arches, and will 
be of four different sizes. 

Bidders will be offered three propo- 
sitions—one, by which the contractor 
may have the granite blocks carved at 
any place he sees fit; another, where 
they may be carved near the scene of 
the bridge work, and a third, whereby 
they may be executed after the stones 
are set in the structure. Work must 
be completed within 450 days. Gross 
cubic footage of the blocks to be carv- 
ed is 16,020 for the eagles; 8,870, fasces, 
and 2,510 for the the bison heads, a 
total of 27,400.

COURT FINES EMPLOYER 


A pathetic tale of being stranded in 
this city without funds, hundreds of 
miles from their homes, was unfolded 
before Judge George H. Macdonald in 
Police Court yesterday by three young 
woman magazine solicitors—Dora Pen- 
ner and Viola Mathias,. both 18 years 
old, of Pittsburgh, and Evelyn Alexan- 
der, 16 years old, of Cincinnati. 

When they had completed their 
stories, Judge Macdonald found Gordon 
Forest Cobb, a guest at the Houston 
Hotel, guilty of soliciting magazine sub- 
scriptions without a license, fined him 
$20, and rebuked him for his ill treat- 
ment of the trio. The young women are 
living today on the charity of police- 
women. 

The young women told the court that 
they answered advertisements in news- 


| papers, which portrayed an opportunity 
| to travel with expenses paid at a sal- 


ary of $25 a week and a chance to ob- 
tain scholarships to schools for sub- 
scriptions gained. ,Their dreams soon 
became nightmares, they told the court. 

Traveling under the supervision of 
Cobb’s wife, a school teacher, the young 
women said they were subjected to 
fines for their personal conduct. As- 
sessments were levied for taking auto- 
mobile rides, staying up late at night 
and wearing each other’s clothes, they 
said. A subscription gained, they said, 
counted for a certain number of votes 
and for a certain number of votes 
school scholarships were awarded. The 
trio declared they were not interested 
in going to school and merely wanted 
to travel. 

Thursday night at Sixth street and 
Pennsylvania avenue northwest, Miss 
Penner approached Detective Anthony 
Richitt, of the Fourth precinct, and 
requested him to subscribe to the New 
Idea Magazine. She began to cry when 
Richitt asked for her license and un- 
folded her story to him. Investigation 
by Detectives Pat O’Brien and James 
Collins, of headquarters, and police- 
women, found the other two young 
women in the same distress and Cobb 
was taken into custody. The.trio said 
they were employed a month ago, but 
have yet to see a copy of the magazine 
for which they solicited. 


ROBBERY SUSPECTS 
TO FACE GRAND JURY 


Three of Quintet Arraigned; 
All Said to Have Confessed 
Murder. 


Three of the quintet of young ne- 
groes, arrested more th: a week ago 
in connection with a series of robberies 
and the murders of John Ross, Somer- 
set (Md.) watchman, and Charles Leon 
Smith, iron worker, were arraigned in 
Police Court before Judge Robert E. 
Mattingly yesterday and held in an ag- 
gregate bond of $10,000 for action of 
the grand jury. 

Andrew Robison, William Eaglin and 
Thomas Campbell were charged with a 
single case. of housebreaking, and the 
latter two named also were charged 
with two offenses of “joyriding.” The 
men were arrested August 16 in an al- 
leged attempt to rob the home of Mrs.
